Tue Constitution, this morning, an- 
nounces as regular Democratic candidate 


for Mayor of Atlanta, the Hon. William 


Ezzard, the unanimous nominee of the 
Democratic Delegate Convention, that 
met yesterday. 

It is needless to say that this is done in 
thorough courtesy to the other candidates. 
No word of disparagement have we to 
make of any of the estimable gentlemen in 
the field. 

As is well known, the party had deter- 
mined to nominate a candidate for Mayor. 
ata Mass Meeting, to be held at night at 
the City Hall, on Wednesday, the 3d 
of November. Had this have been carried 

Aut we would have supported the nominee. 

Three candidates, by a personal agree- 
ment, and unauthorized by the party, took 
the liberty of changing the plan of nomi- 
nating. They agreed to have a day ballot 
for the nomination, and selected managers 
themselves to conduct it. 

It is needless to relate the difficulty that 
occurred. The personal agreement failed. 
The candtdates quarreled. All the candi- 
dates still remained in the field, and their 
difficulty was the legacy the party inherited 
from their compact. Though the party is 
over 3,500 strong. and all day was given for 

the ballot, not a sixth of its strength was 
polled, and the highest candidate had but 
a little over 300 votes. During the ballot- 


. ing, all the candidates at some time, and 


in some way, withdrew from the affair. 
Bad faith was charged. Votes were re- 
fused. Men staid away. Irregularities 
marked the whole matter. ; 

The party was hopelessly split. 
was sure. 

What was the duty of a party organ? 
Totake sides ina personal squabble, and 
see the party go to sure failure? To en- 
dorse the rupture of the party, that had 
happened through a personal agreement 
between candidates? To see party usage 
set aside by candidates, and give it sanc- 
tion to the party’s injury ? 

This was clearly wrong. Refusing to 
endorse any of the candidates represent- 
ing fractions of a rent organization, THE 
CoNSTITUTION, with impartiality, inde- 
pendance, and courtesy, advocated the re- 
turn to party usage, and the submission of 
the difficulty to the great tribunal of the 
whole city Democracy. 

The delegated Convention system has 
long been the custom of the party. It has 
its faults, but less of them than any other 
plan of nomination. 

The party has given a prompt, deterinir- 
ed, thorough endorsement to our recom- 
mendation. Feeling the necessity of set- 
tling the strife, the people leaped to the 
plan. We regret that Dr. Alexander did 
not go into it. It was a rare opportunity 
for noble magnanimity. Had the Conven-

tion have nominated him, he should have 


had our cordial support. We are informed 
that his idea was, to make the issue by 
preventingthe Convention. This would 


have settled the question by showing that 


the party endorsed his candidacy. 

But the people turned out. The Con- 
vention wasa magnificent success. It rep- 
resented the Democratic party of Atlanta. 
The party spoke. It nominated unani- 
mously Judge Ezzard, as the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor.
